Just 36 years ago the first Holly- 
wood Bowl Easter Sunrise Service 
was held in a rustic dell off Cahuenga 
Pass. At the time none of the group 
responsible for the event had any 
idea that it would grow to the pro- 
portions which it has reached today, 
where it is carried to all parts of the 
world through the medium of radio, 
motion pictures and television. 

Today this famed sacred service is 
still watched over and staged under 
the direction of many of those who 
were responsible for its inauguration. 
Still active on the numerous commit- 
tees running the event are Mrs. Artie 
Mason Carter, Mrs. Lawrence Downs, 
Mrs. Leiland Atherton Irish and gen- 
ial Otto K. Olesen, now our post- 
master. 

Originally organized as the Holly- 
wood Community Sing, the initial 
Easter Service was held at Olive Hill, 
near Sunset and Vermont. This first 
service proved that a larger place 
had to be found to accommodate all 
of those who desired to meet at dawn 
and gain inspiration from the Word 
and the great music of noted artists. 

Actually, it was the Easter Sun- 
rise Service which brought about the

creation of the great Hollywood Bowl 
and the subsequent Symphonies Un- 
der the Stars, for the ever enlarging 
interest in the Resurrection Morn 
ceremonies focused attention on the 
amphitheatre. 

W. A. Clark, Jr., founder of the 
Los Angeles Philharmonic Orchestra, 
arranged for a large orchestra to pro- 
vide the musical portion of the pro- 
sram for the first Service held in 
what is now Hollywood Bowl. Thus 
the famous acoustic facilities of the 
Bowl were learned for the first time 
and hastened the development of 
Hollywood Bowl. 

Even the name Hollywood Bowl 
can be traced to the Easter Sunrise 
Service Committee, for it was the 
late Hugo Kirchhofer, leader of the 
Community Sing and until his death 
director of the Living Cross chorus 
of young people, who coined that 
name. 

Today the Hollywood Bowl Easter 
Sunrise Service entails untold hours 
of work, freely given by a dozen un- 
paid committees. This work begins 
each year immediately after the New 
Year and continues through Easter

The majority found music as the 
greatest comfort and solace in the 
years when friends get to be far and 
few. 


And of music, singing was rated as 
the most valuable. 


Modern living has imposed restric- 
tions on singing in the home. But in 
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HUGO KIRCHHOFER 


the “community sings” singing can 
be afforded its full measure in addi- 
tion to enjoying the companionship 


of others with similar inclinations. 


The late Hugh Kirchhofer was one 
of the most noted of the leaders who 
promoted the public love for singing. 
Others who deserve particular tribute 
are the Founder-President of our 
Hollywood Community Sing, Bessie 
Bartlett Frankel and our President 
Emeritus, Artie Mason Carter. 

The Community Sing set into bril- 
liant motion by Hugo Kirchhofer and 
his associates is one of the greatest 
benefits to the life of the people in 
this area, especially those people 
who need music as a needs of self- 
expression. Self-expression through 
the humble talents which God has 
given, offer a full enjoyment for 
the best years of life.

Tp Gur Symbol of Faith and Hope 


Countless thousands have gained 
renewed hope and faith from the 
huge Cross which stands on the hill 
across from Hollywood Bowl, above 
the Pilgrimage Play Theatre. 

At night it is outlined in electric 
lights, standing boldly against the 
darkened sky high above the incred- 
ible stream of traffic on the modern 
freeways below. 

The Cross has stood there for more 
than 21] years. Donated to the Pil- 
srimage Play by C. E. Toberman, 
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Hollywood civic leader and president 
emeritus of the Hollywood Bowl As- 
sociation and George L. Eastman, the 
Cross is maintained and kept lighted 
by the Hollywood Bowl Easter Sun- 
rise Service Committee. 

Part of the collection taken each 
Easter Sunday goes for the mainte- 
nance and electricity expense of the 
Pilgrimage Play Cross. 

There it stands, symbol of His 
promises to Mankind, a guiding bea- 
con to a busy world. 
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A Salute To Our General Chairman... VTTO h. OLESEN 


For 23 years, Otto K. Olesen—who is now Postmaster 
of the Los Angeles Post Office, third largest in the 
United States—has served with un-stinting devotion as 
general chairman of the Hollywood Bowl Easter Sunrise 
Service. He was one of the founders of this inspiring 
event, and has seen it develop from a small community 
endeavor to its present world renowned status, heard by 
millions via nationwide radio and also broadeast to the 
Armed Forces overseas. 


The Easter Service is but one of the many civie and 
community activities in which he has been a truly out- 
standing leader, including Hollywood Bowl itself and 
its “Symphonies Under the Stars.” One of the founders 
of the Bowl, he is now a life member of its Board of 
Directors. 


A native of Denmark and a graduate of the Institute 
of Technology at Copenhagen, Mr. Olesen came to Hol- 
Py lywood in 1912, during the infancy of the motion picture 
_— industry. In fact, it was his pioneering with electric 
OTTO K. OLESEN lighting equipment that made possible the first indoor 
shooting of movies. 


Another innovation of Mr. Olesen that became world famous was his spectacular 
“searchlights in the sky”—first used in 1921 for the premiere of the epic “Robin Hood” 
starring Douglas Fairbanks, Sr. A few years later Mr. Olesen conceived the idea of 
“Santa Claus Lane”, the well-known Yuletide decoration and illumination of Hollywood 
Boulevard. 


Across the Freeway from Hollywood Bowl is a familiar landmark known to all Cali- 
fornians—the illuminated cross of the Pilgrimage Play outdoor theater. Mr. Olesen was 
among the founders of this beloved religious drama in 192]. Lighting and sound projec- 
tion problems of both the Hollywood Bowl and the Pilgrimage Play were favored projects 
of our Chairman during most of his business career, before he retired to accept the job 
of serving Uncle Sam as Postmaster in 1953. 





Otto K. Olesen’s genius as an electrical engineer has served often in humanitarian 
causes, including the St. Francis Dam disaster in 1928 and the Montrose flood of 1934, 
in which his portable equipment was used in vital rescue work. In 1933 Mr. Olesen was 
the first to serve hospitals with emergency lighting after the Long Beach quake. 


The beautiful outdoor lighting of the Pan Pacific Exposition at San Diego in 1935-36 
was installed by Mr. Olesen’s company, followed in 1937 with the huge job of lighting 
San Francisco’s Golden Gate Bridge for its opening. Soon afterward, Treasure Island in 
San Francisco Bay was dramatically lighted by Olesen for the Golden Gate International 
Exposition in 1939-40. 

A charter member of the Hollywood Lions Club, Mr. Olesen received that organiza- 
tion’s 1945 Award for Outstanding Citizenship; and in 1953 he received the “Golden Year 
Award” of the Hollywood Kiwanis Club. He is a life member of Al Malaikah Shrine 
Temple in Los Angeles, and in 1949 he received the Honorary Construction Engineer’s 
Award of the local Shriner’s Hospital for Crippled Children. 


Mr. Olesen also is a member of the Board of Directors of the Los Angeles Chapter of 
the American Red Cross, and a member of the Executive Board of the Boy Scouts, Los 
Angeles Area Council. He has served as president of both the Lions Club and Chamber 
of Commerce of Hollywood, and has long been active in fund-raising campaigns for the 
benefit of many charitable organizations. 

We of the Easter Sunrise Service Committee are proud to give this public tribute to 
Chairman Otto K. Olesen—humanitarian, leader, devoted and exemplary citizen and 
friend, who now dreams of the day when the present West Coast Television coverage of 
the Easter Sunrise Service will be expanded to a Coast-to-Coast telecast, and in color! 
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Morn. More than 1500 men, women 
and children serve on or for these 
committees. 

Hundreds of youngsters from Hol- 
lywood High School work as ushers, 
others sing in the Youth Chorus, oth- 
ers assist in arranging the 100,000 
calla lilies and the scores of other 
jobs which have to be done to make 
the annual affair a success. 

Mrs. Bessie Van Doren has worked 
tirelessly, year after year, heading 
the committee which obtains the vast 
number of lilies needed for the dec- 
orations and arranging to have them 
picked up. Mrs. Leiland Atherton 
Irish and Mrs. Lawrence Downs like- 


wise spend countless hours as heads 
of the program committee arranging 
for speakers, choirs, orchestras, solo- 
ists, speakers and dozens of details. 

Supervising the entire Service or- 
ganization is Otto K. Olesen, general 
chairman of the event for the past 23 
years. 

In order to preserve the sacred na- 
ture of the service, great care has 
been taken that no taint of commer- 
cialism ever be connected with the 
event. To that end the Hollywood 
Bowl Easter Sunrise Service was in- 
corporated a few years ago as a civic, 
non-profit corporation under the 
laws of the State of California.
